Suicidal Imports. 

In yesterday's edition it wrs stated 
that, during the fiscal year ending 30th 
June 1873, British Columbia paid 
away $44G, 007 68 for such supplies as 
ought to be produced from her own 
fertile acres. Of that large sum, over 
$150,000 went for animals, chiefly beef 
and mutton, the remainder being for 
farm and dairy produce, and the like. 
It may not he uninteresting to indi- 
cate a few of the principal items which 
go to make up tho alarming aggregate 
of money paid away for that which should 
he produced hero: Flour (of wheat) 
$119,400; other kinds, §5,396; cereals 
$30,000; hay 912,817; vegetables (fresh) 
$4,870; meat (salt and smoked, chiefly 
ham and bacon), $39,417; butter $15,- 
. 78G; cheese $9,106; lard and tallow 
$13,955; eggs $2,910; hops $2,465. 
It seems unnecessary that wo should 
detain tho reader with any comments. 
Every one of theso items is a reproach 
to the country. For the production of 
every article, without exception, we 
possess natural faculties certainly not 
inferior to the country whence they 
come. "We can hardly trust ourselves 
to characterise the unthrift, the want 
of enterprise and self-reliance indicated 
by these facts. But our object is less 
to chide for tho past than to direct at 
tention to the duty of the hour, — what 
should be done for the future. Taxa- 
tion must bo adjusted so as to fall 
lightly upon, and thereby encourage, 
those industries hitherto dwarfed and 
Btarved by suicidal importation. The 
public revenues must be carefully ex- 
pended witha like object. If we may not 
secure to industry a better reward by 
affording a higher protection, we can 
attain the same object in a more le- 
gitimate way, by ameliorating its con- 
dition and lessening its expenses. 
Some one has said tint he who makes 
two blades of graas to grow where but 
one grew before should be regarded as 
a benefactor of his race. Acting in 
the spirit of this axiom, let it be the 
earnest work of legislation to lift Indus- 
try up to its proper level and infuse 
into it that life and vigor a false system 
has crushed. Let industrious set- 
tlers be encouraged to come into the 
country, and let the most available 
lands be carefully guarded and assign- 
ed to their only proper use. And 
here we are once more face to face 
with two public evils — locking up 
"Vancouver Island against all comers, 
aud handing over the delta of the 
Lower Fraser to "land sharks." The 
former must be removed. Tho latter 
should be prevented.

The Massacre at Alcoy — Horrible Brutult 
tie*. 

New York. July 31st. — A Madrid corres- ( 
pondent, writing about tlie massacre at 
Alcoy, says the women ployed a conspicu- 
ous part in the masscre, ns they did in 
Paris during the Commune. Nothing 
which occurred in Paris, even in the lust 
frenzied agony of desperation and baffled 
fury, at all approaches this brutal massa- 
cre. When tho Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs was asked in the Cortes, for a state- 
ment of what really happened, he declared 
that, for the honor of the Chamber, of 
the country, and of the Republic, he was 
obliged to refrain from inentioningall that 
happened. According to his account, the 
insurrection, gotten up by tho Interna- 
tionalists, commenced in a strike or a ser- 
ies of strikes. The workmen demanded a 
large rise in their wages — us much as fifty 
per cent. ; and when refused, left their 
work, assumed a very threatening attitude, 
interfering everywhere with work, and 
spreading alarm among peacable inhabi- 
tants, especially those belonging to the 
well-to-do classes. They finally demand- 
ed tho resignation of the Town Council 
and tho substitution of a Council of their 
own nomination. This demand the May or 
of Alcoy, Honor Augustine Alboro, refus- 
ed, and was given three hours to change 
his mind. He took possession of the 
town, and with a few civil and National 
Guards, and some friends, tried to hold 
it against the mob. Tho little garrison 
was coon overpowered; the assailants 
burst in, and then followed a scene which 
the Minister declared it impossible for 
Him to describe. Tho defenders of tho 
Town Hall, after being subjected to other 
horrible insults and injuries, were st rip- 
pod naked and held np from the balcony 
in full view of a howling mob below; 
their names were called out, one by one, 
and the mob was asked whether it would 
have them dead or alive. According to 
the answer, either their heads wero cut 
off and their mutilated bodies thrown 
down from the balcony, or they were 
throwu down, still alive, the mob below 
trying to catch them as they fell on their 
bayonets and pikes, and everybody (lien 
rushing to assist in dispatching what rem- 
nants of life were left; or, if too late for 
thin, to further mangle and disfigure the 
breathless bodies. One of the princi- 
pal and most respectable inhabitants was 
seized by tho insurgents, his clothes 
sprinkled with petroleum, sot on tiro, and 
made to run while shots wero taken at 
him. Ocher atrocities scarcely loss terri- 
ble are reported.

Ex-Mayor Franklin. 

It iaour painful (liity to-day to announce 
the death at S in Francisco, on the 3d 
inst., of Mr. Lir.nley Franklin, ex-Muyor 
of Victoria, after a long illness. Mr, 
Franklin came tyi this^rtast in IStO, and 
arrived at Viulurktifi 18 38. Both here 
and at San Frm^Sot) Mr. Franklin' Vda 
regarded c-. oite of (lie most public-spir- 
ited men. In 1805 he was elected Mayor 
of Victoria by an almost unanimous rote. 
He discharged his duty with fidelity and 
ability, but declined a re-election. About 
two years ap;o his brother (Mr. Edward 
Franklin) died, and it was whilst admin- 
istering the eft i\to of his deceased brotlier/ 
that the ex-Mayor was stricken down& 
Mr. Franklin was it most amiable gentlA 
man. He possessed a kind and genial 
disposition and was always foremost ill 
good works. His loss is greatly deplored 
by our citizons. 

Police Court. 

[Before His Wrr«hiptne Major.] 
John Carson, charged with selling in- 
toxicating liquor to Indians, remanded 
till the 11th inst.

John Thomas, one of H. M. seaman, 
charged with' being drunk and disorder- 
ly and a straggler, was sent to his ship. 

■ Capt. Delacomhe, R. M.L.I. — This gen- 
tleman has secured passago for himself 
and family on board the steamship Prince 
Alfred and will sail on Monday for Eng- 
land. During the last live years of the 
poriod that tho Island of San Juan re- 
mained in tho joint occupation of Great 
Britain and the United States, Capt. Del- 
acombe represented the interests of the 
former power with a fidelity and excellent 
judgment that gave the highest satisfac- 
tion to the homo authorities and won the 
respect and confidence of tho American 
officers who from time to time were sta- 
tioned on that Island. His duties, always 
of a delicate, were frequently of a difficult 
nature and required tu<* exercise of the 
nicest circumspection to prevent colli- 
sions between residents of different na- 
tionalities who had settled upon tho dis- 
puted ground, and who were naturally 
restive under military rule. Tho almost 
entire freedom of the Island from crime 
of a serious nature during that trying 
period, furnishes the best proof of the 
vigilauce of Capt. Delacombe, and the 
good feeling that was always maintained 
between tho officers and men of the oppo- 
site forces is the best test of the excel- 
lence of tho gallant gentleman's judg- 
ment and discretion. It was expected 
that Capt. Delacombe would remain to 
settle and protect the land claims of Bri- 
tish residents on the Island, and his re- 
call at this time is regarded with surprise 
anu regret, inasmuch its none of. -the oases 
have como up for settlement; In former 
articles «ve have referred to the uncertain 
tenure under which land is held by tho 
British residents of San Juan, and we 
fear that the departure of the only officer 
competent to give evi.ience in their be- 
half will tend to greatly oontpljiiate mat- 
ters, if notto dap rive some Of theirolaims. 
Howovor this may be, the departure of 
Capt. Delacombe and his estimable wife 
and family is universally regretted, and 
everyone who knows them will hear with 
Biti-tfaction of their future h'appiaeas and 
wellbeing. 

Buknside Road Wouk. — At the meet- 
ing at Rowland's, yesterday. Mr. John 
Kriemler was elected chairman, and Mr 
Win. Fishor, J. P., secretary. There was 
a general complaint against the wretched 
state of the roads jn the District, and af- 
ter a short discussiona resolution (moved 
by Mr. Porter and seconded by Mr. Hill- 
ier) which requested the Govern mont to 
repair Burnaide road and bridges, was 
unanimously adopted. Resolutions call- 
ing for the repair of Craigllower road, and 
of the road from McKonzie's gate to tho 
old 8aanich road, wereadopted, On mo- 
tion of Mr. Carey Messrs. Kriemler, I'ur- 
ter and Ro via id woro appointed; a com- 
mittee to lay tho action of the meeting 
before tho Government, and tho Premier 
(who was present) was instructed to im- 
press upon his colleagues tho importance 
of repairing the roads beforo the rainy 
woathor sets in. 

Important AuiiUisu'io.v.— Repeated al- 
lusion has boon mado during tho past 
month or so to a proposcl settlement of 
Russian Monnonites in Manitoba.

DELAYEO DISPATCHES 

Europe 

London, July 29th.— In the House of 
Commons this evening, during the consi- 
deration of the Queen's message touching 
the marriage of me Duke of E liuhm-gh. 
Gladstone asked a grant of tho a'lowanco 
named. He referred to numerous prece- 
dents, and set forth tho auspicious char- 
acter of the marriage. He said it had a 
political and diplomatic significance iti 
these days. This union, while it was 
founded on a mutual affection, formed 
now ties between England and what some 
regarded as a hostile state. It would 
cause a favorable change in the feeling 
toward Russia. No time could bo more 
satisfactory. Gladstone paid a glowing 
tribute of praise to the Emperor Alexan- 
der for the emancipation of sept's, In 
conclusion, the Premier doproontod a dis- 
cussion tlf a character likely to dostro_\ 
tho gracefulness of tho act. 

In the absence 'of Mr. Disraeli, Mr. 
Ward Hunt seconded the motion. 

P. A. Taylor, Member from Leicester, 
said he could not vote for the motion. He 
regarded the proposition of the Premier 
as unwarranted, and declared ho should 
oppose a second reading of tho bill, 
wharein the money was appropriated. 

Mr- Jas. Holt, one of tiio Members from 
Lancashire, inquired whether the Grand 
Duchess Alexandria w as prt pared to can- 
form to the Church of England. 

Gladstone replied this could not bo re- 
quired of her by tho Act of Suce.-s-ion, 
because she could not bo an heir to. (ho 
throne. He added that to push this 
question wquld bo odious ana insulting 
to all poi'sons concornod, 

In tlio Ilonso of Lords, the motion for 
allowance to the royal pair was carried 
unanimously, without debate. 

London, August 1st. — Tho bill granting 
the extra allowance to the l)ulto qf gdin- 
burgh, on tho nH)i\sit\n, of his marriage, 
oaiuo up to-day jfqp a. third reading, 
Charles Dilke delivered a lung upocoli 
against tho gvuut. Glndatuno replied 
with bitterness, Qljava.otoHalug tho oppo- 
sition to Uicbillas Indecent, Mr. Muntz, 
member for Birmingham, prote -ted against 
tho epithet indecent, and Gladstone with* 
drew the offensivo expression, A member 
asked if tho marriage would b,o solemn- 
ised according to. tljto forms of the Church 
0$ England',' Gladstone distinctly and 
absolutely doolyicd to answer tho ques- 
tion. Ando'rson, member for Glasgow 
made an amendment, providing that in 
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the event of the Duke of Edinburgh suc- 
ceeded to tho Grand Duchy of Suxe-Co- 
burg, tho annuity should cease. After 
further tlebato the amendment was with- 
drawn and tho bill was paused by H>2 
a os to 18 nays. ■ 

New York, August 3.- A speciul dis- 
patch from Khiva, by way of London Au- 
gust 3, gives full details of tho capture of 
Khiva by the Russian troops, which have 
been anticipated by previous dispatches. 
General Kaufman is well satisfied with 
the result of the campaign. Tho entire 
Russian loss is twenty-one killed mid 
ninety-two wounded, including twenty- 
six casualties incurred among tho naval 
forces supporting the force on land, by 
reason of its having been decoyed into a 
Turkoman oamp, where two officers and 
fourteen men were massacred. 

Grand Duke Nicholas aud Leuchten- 
bergwere greatly distinguished in the af- 
fair of the ^Ucli *of May. They were 
undor fire during tho space of two' hours. 
Both Princes are great favorites with the 
army. The Russians captured twenty 
cannons and a large quantity of munitious 
of war. 

Pahis, July 29th.— The message of 
President MocMuhon proroguing the As- 
sembly was before that body to-day. It 
assures the Assembly of the* maintenance 
of order, ami congratulates the country 
on the end of the German .Occupation. 

It gives Mr. Thiers credit for having 
successfully conducted negotiations for 
that end, and concluues by declaring 
that peace, though dearly bought, is tho 
lirst necessity of the country. 

The President said he would answer for 
tb(! preservation of order during tiio re- 
cess. 

London, J nly 29.— The Colonial Gov- 
ernment of Queensland. Australia, basof 
ferred, through its agent here, to puy the 
passage of 10,1)0(1 skilled laborers 'from 
Groat Britain there. 

A resolution censuring Scudmore, Su- 
perintendei.t of the Postal Telegraph 
service, for an alleged misappropriation 
of funds, failed to pass the House of Com- 
mons to-day. 

The Jesuits who were ostracised from 
Germany, have, in part, found a new 
home in Lancashire, England, after they 
bad wandered through Prance, Belgium 
and England. The Brothers Staptutoii 
placed an estate at their disposal, and the 
Fathers at once established a convent at 
Dillon Hall, with nearly one hundred in- 
mates. Other colonies of Gorman Jesuits 
established themselves at Stony hurst in 
North Wales. 

London, August 1.— Tho trial cf the 
Tichborne Claimant has been further ad- 
journed until Tuesday, in consequence of 
the continued illness'of one of the ju- 
rors. 

Dr. Keneally, leading counsel for the 
defence, will commence his address upon 
the resumption of the trial, and will pro- 
bably occupy four days, finishing on the 
8th instant. 

London. August 1.— Tho amount of 
bullion which bus guno into tho Bank of 
England on balance to-day is £185,000. 
_ Tlio rate of discount for three months 
bills in open markets is one-half per cent, 
below tho bank rate.
